The Rev. C. Silvester Horne is doing great 
things at Whitefield Tabernacle, and we hope 
shortly to give detailed particulars concerning 
his excellent work. We notice with pleasure 
his opinion as to the value of music in helping 
such a cause as he has at heart. This is what 
he says :—‘‘ I am all for including in our order 
of service some of the great solos, duets, 
quartettes out of the classical oratorios. More 
than that, I believe the half-hour before the 
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service proper begins should be devoted to the 
finest music that organist and singers can 
render. One of the first organists in London, 
whose name I do not feel at liberty to mention, 
told me the other day that he thought the ideal 
combination was a really fine introductory 
service of the best sacred music, followed by 
a service of perfect simplicity, with spirited con- 
gregational singing. Where your choir is 
finely trained and nobly capable, give it full 
opportunity to use its highest powers. Then 
ask it to enter with all its soul into the simpler 
melodies and choruses that will form a feature 
of the people’s service. I put it to our choirs 
whose preference is for the severely classical 
style of hymnody that there is a lesson for them 
in the supreme Christian doctrine of the 
Kenosis. He emptied Himself; He laid aside 
His glory; He condescended to our low estate, 
that He might touch, and win, and save. us. 
Whenever a great singer out of pure Christian 
love sings some simple melody that will find its 
way to the hearts of simple people, there is an 
emptying of himself, a laying aside the glory 
of musical culture and special aptitude—a con- 
descending, if you will, to the low estate of 
those who are not trained to a classical taste.”’

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Passing Notes, 


; HE new edition of “Hymns, Ancient 
and Modern,” is sure to give rise to 
criticism, especially on its literary 
side. It is a big subject, and ! 
almost fear to touch it. But one 
point I will venture to notice. | 
cannot understand the editorial pedantry which de- 
clares in favour,of originals as against long-estab- 
lished usage. The new “A. and M.” is full of this 
kind of pedantry. If there is one hymn that we all 
love, if only for childhood’s associations, it is 
“Hark! the herald angels sing.” Here it appears 
as “Hark! how all the welkin rings.” How un- 
familiar it sounds! It is as Wesley wrote it? Yes, 
certainly. But somebody long ago had the good 
sense to alter Wesley’s original. Some words, like 
human beings, have their little life and cease to 
be. Even in Wesley’s time “ welkin” was going out 
of use. It is entirely out of use now, and to revive 
it in a popular hymnal is quite out of the question. 
I object also to the strange form of “O God of 
Bethel,” which now appears as “O God of Jacob.” 
I know that Doddridge wrote “O God of Jacob.” 
But John Logan (or was it Michael Bruce?) made 
it “O God of Bethel,” more than a hundred and 
fifty years ago, and to some of us “O God of 
Bethel” is as sacred as * The Lord’s my Shepherd.’ 








Editors of hymnals ought to be made to under- 
stand once and for all that in a favourite hymn 
purity of text is not the prime consideration. Ima- 
gine “Rock of Ages” sung exactly according to 
the original! Who nowadays wants to sing, as 
Toplady wrote, “When my eyestrings burst in 
death”? Changes for the better are often made in 
hymns, and because they are for the better they are 
justifiable, and ought to remain permanently fixed. 
When Charles Wesley, in “Come, O Thou Tra- 
veller Unknown,” writes “To me, to all, Thy 
bowéls move,” the word “mercies” is excusably 
substituted for “bowels,” since the old-time mean- 
ing of the latter is now quite obsolete. The open- 
ing lines of Wesley’s fine Ascension hymn used to 
read : ‘Hail the day that sees Him rise, 

Ravished from our wishful eyes!” 

The reading now is: “Taken from our wishful 
eyes,” which is as clearly an improvement as the 
substitution of “panting” for “gasping” in the 
fourth verse of the same hymn. In “Crown Him 
with many Crowns” the original referred to the 
“rich wounds” of the Crucified Christ, but the 
adjective has long since been wisely removed. In 
another hymn, “ View Him grovelling in the gar- 
den” has given place to “ View Him stricken in the 
garden”; while Wesley’s “So freely spilt for me” 
has become “So freely shed for me.” What would 
you say to restoring the originals in these cases? 
But if you go about restoring one or two originals, 
why not restore all? 


It is pathetic to me to see how the Roman 
Catholic organists and choirmasters are bending 


before the pronouncement of the Pope in regard to 


Church music. I am so little of a bigot that I am 
prepared to court heaven as a Roman Catholic, a 
Presbyterian, a Plymouth Brother, or a Latter-Day 
Saint. But I will never give up my judgment to 
the Holy Father either as regards music or morals. 
I heard a priest lecture on Church music the other 
day. He said: “ Music must be in keeping with 
the purpose for which it is written, and the Pope 
is the only one who can tell us whether it is in 
keeping or not.” Stuff and nonsense! The “ only 
one” indeed! I myself and a hundred more can 
tell whether or not it is in keeping perhaps better 


than the Pope. Is the Pope, in mere virtue of his 


office, supposed to know everything? It really 
concerns me to find a musician of Mr. R. R. Terry’s 
calibre declaring that “the Holy Father having 
spoken, matters in relation to Church music which 
were regarded as subjects of discussion are removed 
from the region of controversy to that of obedience. 
The day for individual comment and expression of 
opinion has happily gone for ever.” This is sheer 
imbecility. Mr. Terry might as well contend that 
when the faithful are threatened with appendicitis 
the Holy Father must prescribe the remedy. 

I am always glad to hear the minister on the 
subject of Church music provided the minister has 
something of what a clerical friend of mine calls 
“sanctified common-sense.” In the November 
Home Messenger there is an article by the Rev. F. 
L. Wiseman headed “A Chat with the Church 
Choir,” which I have read with pleasure. Mr. Wise- 
man (he bears out his name!) makes no claim to 
address the choir with authority, but he speaks with 
sympathy, which is much better than authority. 
His first word to the chorister is “ Magnify your 
omce.” Have a high notion of the seriousness and 
the responsibility of singing in the choir. Every 
chorister, says Mr. Wiseman, ought to be a Chris- 
tian, which involves the question of what zs a Chris- 
tion? not discussed by the writer. On the ques- 
tion of congregational singing Mr. Wiseman is 
thoroughly orthodox. “In the matter of expres- 
sion in the rendering of hymns,” he says, “one 
should be content with the broad effects of light 
and shade, which alone can be produced by a great 
mass of people, the large proportion of whom are 
not too intelligently musical. Attempts to ‘ stan- 
dardise’ expression should be shunned with the 
horror one feels in the use of the word itself.” In 
passing, the significant fact may be noted 
that the old expression marks have been en- 
tirely omitted in the new “Hymns, A. and M.,” 
greater confidence being thus shown in the discre 
tion of organists and choirmasters. 

The minister’s view of the anthem is always in- 
teresting. I once served a parson who never hesi- 
tated to cut out the anthem when he wanted to 
preach an extra long sermon. There was no use 
pointing out to him that the choir regarded the 
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anthem as their peculiar province; that it was 
always specially and carefully prepared; and that, 
in consequence, the choir were disgusted and an- 
noyed when they found it was not required. In 
my experience, church choir members attend in 
many cases merely for the sake of the anthems. 
They don’t care a bit about the psalms and the 
hymns, or very little, comparatively. You may say 
this is a wrong feeling. I don’t deny that it is. 
But we have got to take human nature as we find 
it. If human nature says “I like to sing ‘ Blessed 


Presentation to Mr. fT. R. Croger. 


CCASION was taken at the Noncon- 
formist Choir Union Annual Meet- 
ing, on October 31st, to mark the 
retirement of Mr. T. R. Croger as 
hon. secretary by a presentation of 
a solid silver flower bow] suitably 

inscribed, and a handsome dessert service, which, 

it was understood, Mrs. Croger would appreciate. 

Mr. C. E. Smith (Regent's Park Baptist Chapel) 

was responsible for collecting the subscriptions, and 

in giving an account of his ‘stewardship he said that 
he was asked by friends to allow himself to be 
made the focus of the movement which was com- 
menced in response to letters from many different 
centres, urging that some tangible expression of 
esteem should be presented to Mr. Croger after 
his many years of self-sacrificing labours on behalf 
of Nonconformist church music. He was very glad 
to report a very hearty response to the invitation 
to contribute to the Testimonial Fund, and the 
letters accompanying the various gifts were rich 
in expressions of appreciation. One of Mr. Croger’s 
fellow-workers wrote: ‘‘ No one but those who 
have been associated with Mr. Croger can estimate 
the tremendous amount of work he has done for 
the Union.”’ Another wrote: ‘1 have never met 
with anything but kindness at Mr. Croger’s hands. 

Count upon me as an enthusiastic supporter.’’ Mr. 

A. J. Hawkins, of the City Temple, wrote regret- 

ting his absence through pressure of duty; and 

there were many other similar communications, all 
expressing appreciative interest in the presen- 
tation. 

Mr. E. Minshall (President of the Union) briefly 
gave a resumé of the formation of the Union and 
of Mr. Croger’s connection with it. This JOURNAL 
was first issued in January, 1888, and a copy 
reached the hands of Mr. Croger, who wrote 
a letter in time for insertion in the second 
number, giving his experiences at Exeter, where 
he had seen extensive preparations for the holding 
of a Diocesan Choral Festival, and suggesting that 
THE Nonconrormist MusicaL JournaL might be 
useful in helping to form a Union of Nonconformist 
Choirs. The idea was heartily approved, and 
letters were inserted from many to whom the pro- 
ject commended itself. Being thus assured of 
success, a meeting of organists and choirmasters 
was held at the City Temple on April 14th, 1883,

be the God and Father,’ but don’t find much to 
attract me in ‘Winchester’ or ‘ Hollingside ’”— 
well, you’ve got to bow the knee to human nature.

That is the right view.

when the Union was formed. At an adjourned 
meeting on April 23rd, Mr. Croger was elected 
Honorary Secretary. The first Festival Service was 
held in the City Temple on June 23rd, 1888, Mr. 
Minshall and Mr. F. G. Edwards being jointly 
responsible for the conductorship. The singers 
were so enthusiastic that it was suggested that the 
next Festival might be held at the Crystal Palace, 
and accordingly, in 1889, the Union held high 
festival at Sydenham, where each succeeding yeat 
has witnessed a worthy presentation of the choral 
abilities of Nonconformist singers. Mr. Minshall 
noted that sixteen vears was a large slice out of 
a man’s life, and bore testimony to Mr. Croger’s 
devotion to the Union throughout the whole of that 
period, putting on one side on many occasions his 
private affairs as well as making large sacrifices 
in his business time for the Union’s work, To 
Mr. Croger’s thoroughness and business abilities, 
freely placed at the service of the Union, much ot 
the success of the past was due. If a payment of 
£1,000 a year had been made, the work could not 
have been done more efficiently. Parting with 
Mr. Croger was a matter to call forth deep 
gratitude and infinite regret, tempered by 
the knowledge that the treasurership would be 
retained by him and his connection with the Union 
thus preserved. Speaking from a personal stand- 
point, Mr. Minshall said that his friendship with 
Mr. Croger was truly one of the warmest of his 
life, and he trusted that it would last until the end. 
In making the presentation, the President said it 
would be noted that there was much in common 
between the gift and its recipient. The bowl was 
solid silver and not electro-plate ; so Mr. Croger was 
a man to be depended on—he was thorough, not a 
surface man only. It was also bright, and no one 
could charge Mr. Croger with dulness. Handsome, 
too, was the bowl, and Mr. Croger was certainly 
an ornament to his office. In asking Mr. Croger to 
accept the gifts, Mr. Minshall said that the tokens 
of esteem and high affection were accompanied by 
the hope that for many years the counsels of the 
Union would have the benefit of his sound judg- 
ment and ripe experience, a sentiment which was 
very heartily applauded. 

Mr. Croger, in replying, said he could say but 
little—but that little would not fully express his 
In looking back over the

years which had passed since his work with 
the Union had commenced he found nothing 
but satisfaction—a true labour of love. The desire 
to do only that which could be done well had led 
him to desire retirement some few years since, but 
certain difficulties with the railway companies had 
to be negotiated, and he had retained office until 
the present time in order to be available for their 
solution; but when one’s dentist and hairdresser 
made representations as to approaching age it 
seemed to be time to make life’s burdens less. 


Mr. Croger referred to the friendly relationships. 


with Mr. Minshall, Mr. Fountain Meen, and all 
the workers who had joined in the operations of the 
Union. Of all the societies with which he was 
connected, none worked so smoothly as the N.C.U. 
He was deeply grateful to all the kind donors for 
their expression of good fellowship, and he was 
especially gratefulgfor the remembrance of Mrs. 
Croger, who had made sacrifices in the domestic 
circle for the furtherance of the work in which he 
had been engaged. 


Nonconformist Ghoir Union. 


SIXTEENTH ANNUAL MEETING. 


Semeq Hie sixteenth annual meeting of the 
Nonconformist Choir Union was 
held at 27, Finsbury Square on 
Monday, October 31st. The council 
room was well filled, and seating 
accommodation was at a premium. 
Mr. E. Minshall, the President, was 
in the chair, and he was supported by Mr. Fountain 
Meen, Mr. T. R. Croger, Mr. Arthur Berridge, and 
many of the members of the Executive Committee. 

The report for the year was read by Mr. Arthur 
Berridge, Mr. Croger’s modesty forbidding him to 
utter the eulogy which the committee had embodied 
in their statement. As will be noted, the report con- 
tained some very hopeful and encouraging features, 
and recorded satisfactory progress in several direc- 
tions, the best, perhaps, being the accession of 
choirs in the metropolitan and “ Greater London” 
districts, which numbered eighty-one as against 
forty-four last year. Quite a new feature was the 
increase in sale of tickets, which yielded a profit. 

The treasurer’s report was presented by Mr. T. 
R. Croger, who was pleased to be able to show a 
balance in hand of over £21. 

In moving the adoption of the report and balance- 
sheet Mr. Minshall congratulated the Union on the 
increase of singers, and the satisfactory state of the 
finances. He expressed great regret that Mr. Croger 
had found it necessary to resign the position of 
Hon. Secretary, thus causing great loss to the 
Union. He was glad to know that the apprecia- 
tion which Mr. Croger merited, and which he cer- 
tainly enjoyed, was to take tangible shape at a later 
stage of the evening’s proceedings, thus rendering it 
unnecessary to voice the universal expression of 
regret at this juncture. The adoption of the report 
was seconded by Mr. W. C. Webb, A.R.C.O. Mr. 
E. S. Goodes, a,member of many years’ standing, 
was pleased to support the chairman in his regrets 
at the retirement of Mr. Croger, to whom the Union 
in a large measure owed its present good position. 
The report and cash statement were adopted unani- 
mously. 

Mr. Minshall then called upon Mr. C. E. Smith to 
make a statement regarding a presentation to Mr. 
Croger of a very handsome solid silver flower bowl 
suitably inscribed, and a dessert service. (A full 
report of the presentation is found in another 
column.) 

At the conclusion of the presentation ceremony 
the proposed amendments. of the rules were con- 
sidered, notices of motion having been handed in by 
Mr. C. E. Blackbourn, Mr. C. A. Cramp, and Mr. 
W. C. Webb. On the motion of Mr. W. E. Bryant, 


seconded by Mr. Webb, it was proposed to refer the 
consideration of the alterations and amendments to 
a sub-committee. Mr. Blackbourn and Mr. A. L. 
Cowley thought that the matter might be discussed 
that evening, but the motion was carried, and a 
sub-committee consisting of Messrs. Ainger, Ber- 
ridge, Bryant, Croger, E. Dean, W. Dean, Min- 
shall, C. E. Smith, E. Smith, and W. C. Webb, was. 
appointed “to take into consideration the alteration 
of rules.” 

Mr. Croger reported that, as Chairman of the 
Choral Festivals Committee, he was able to say 
that strenuous efforts had been made during the 
year in the direction of getting a reduction in the 
fares of the singers, and although no definite pro- 
gress could be reported, there were great hopes of 
success in the near future. 

Mr. F. W. Ainger presented the report of the 
scrutineers of the ballot papers for the officers and 
committee. Mr. Minshall as President, Mr. T. R. 
Croger as Treasurer, and Mr. Arthur Berridge as 
Secretary, received unanimous support, and the fol- 
lowing gentlemen having received the highest num- 
ber of votes, were elected to form the Executive 
Committee :— ;

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ledge of it. Ultimately Mr. W. C. Webb, of Downs 
Chapel, Hackney, acknowledged that he was respon- 
sible for it. Considerable discussion followed, but 
no one had a good word to say for Mr. Webb’s very 
questionable proceedings. The affairs of the Union 
have run smoothly and successfully for nearly seven- 
teen years; but if anonymous circulars, hole and 
corner meetings, and canvassing for office are to be 
introduced, no one with any self-respect will take 
part in the management of the Union. 

THE SIXTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF 

THE COMMITTEE. 

The season 1903-4 has been a somewhat eventful 
one. The Executive Committee has met six times. 
At their first meeting, Oct. 2oth, 1903, they decided 
on the bold forward policy of taking responsibility 
for giving an order to the publisher for 4,750 books 
of music for the 1904 Festival concert. The com- 
mittee rejoice that the whole of these books have 
been sold. 

The attendance of singers at the Crystal Palace 
on June 4th was the largest since the railway com- 
panies withdrew the long established privilege of 
special cheap fares to our provincial singers. The 
actual number in the choir on the orchestra was 
2,918—an increase of more than 200 on last year. 

It is interesting to note that although our choir 
was not so large as in the very successful years of 
1896—1898, yet, so far as the number of choirs 
represented is concerned, during the sixteen years of 
the existence of the Union, this year’s muster came 
third on the list. 

There were one hundred and sixty orders for 
books, twelve of which were from local choir unions 
—counting each local union as representing four 
choirs, we had within four of two hundred choirs 
represented in this year’s Union. 

During the year the Choral Festival Committee 
has again petitioned the railway companies, but 
without success, to restore the time-honoured privi- 
lege of special fares for those who provide the con- 
cert at their own cost. However, there are still a 
large number of provincial choirs which continue 
their connection with the N.C.U. Some still join 
us year by year at the Palace, taking advantage of 
the certificate issued by the Union securing from 
the railway companies the small concession of return 
journey at single fare; other choirs travel by the 
excursions which are run from the large towns. 
Other choirs purchase the book of music as a good 
investment for choir purposes, and hold a festival 
in their own district. 

A social gathering of Metropolitan choirmasters 
was held at the Baptist Mission House on January 
11th. Your secretary, Mr. T. R. Croger, occupied 
the chair, and various representative friends 
addressed the meeting, the speeches being sand- 
wiched in between the items of an admirable selec- 
tion of vocal music provided and arranged by Mr. 
A. |. Hawkins, of the City Temple. 

The comparative recovery of our position in the 
past three years justified the committee in recom- 
mending that the policy of “waking up” Greater 
London be continued. There are still some choirs 
in the Metropolis and Greater London which are un- 
acquainted with the N.C.U. and its objects. If 
each choirmaster in association with the Union 
would try and influence his neighbouring Free 
Church choirmasters to join the organisation, it 
mivht further extend the good work. 

The effect of our special efforts in and around 
London is very evident in the number of Metro- 
politan choirs associated with the N.C.U. this year. 





The number has grown in the last three years from 
forty-four to eighty-one choirs. This growth was. 
especially demonstrated at the final rehearsal this. 
year, when Bloomsbury Chapel was so full that it 
was difficult to squeeze all the singers into the 
building. 

The profit on the sale of tickets to friends, under 
the management of Mr. W. E. Bryant, was very 
gratifying. 

The committee are glad to report that the choral 
competitions have become increasingly popular. 
There were nine entries in the small choir class this 
year, and four entries in the large choir division. 
This testifies to the ambition among Free Church 
choirs to excel in choral music. Moreover, the 
adjudicators, Mr, Allen Gill, F.R.A.M., and Mr. 
Josiah Booth, expressed themselves very gratified 
with the high standard and excellence of the singing. 

The committee desire to place ‘oh record the 
deep sense of loss which they feel the Union sustains 
in the retirement of Mr. Croger from the positiom 
of Honorary Secretary. They wish to express their 
sincere gratitude to him for his most able and 
efficient services, and for the unfailing courtesy and 
kindness he has always shown to all whose duties 
brought them into contact with him. The com- 
mittee would also acknowledge their obligation to 
him for consenting to remain treasurer of the 
Union. They rejoice that they may still have Mr. 
Croger’s judgment, born of sixteen years’ experi- 
ence, in the counsels of the Union.

DEAR SIR,—With regard to the recent election of 
Executive Committee for the N.C.U., I understand 
that an unsigned circular was sent round to various 
members of the council, requesting that votes might 
be given to certain persons, and my name was one 
of those that appeared on the list. 

May I be allowed to state that this was done with- 
out my knowledge, and that I was not aware of the 
existence of the circular in question until attention 
was drawn to it by the scrutineers in their report. 

The circular implied that those for whom votes 
were solicited had the interests of the Union at 
heart more than others, and I should not willingly 
have allowed my name to be attached to such an 
implication. I may mention that as some vacancies

I am as anxious as anyone that the Union should 
“go forward,” but I object to being included—with- 
out my knowledge—in an organised attempt to 
“pack” the committee by excluding old members 
who have served the Union well in the past, and 
whose advice and help are still valuable.—I am, 
dear sir, yours faithfully, WILL E. BRYANT.

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Music at Fulham Baptist Church. 


HE misfortune of being very near 
the bottom of the list in the Daily 
News Census of Church Attend- 
ance was lulham’s portion, and 
was due to the very wet day upon 
which the census was taken.

Coming fresh from a 
successful pastorate in Yorkshire, Mr. Brainsby, 
upon his arrival last Easter, immediately set 
to work to make his new charge a well-attended 
centre of consecrated activity, and many and 
various means were adopted to this end. Fore- 
most, and the most costly, was the provision 
of a two-manual organ (the church having been 
hitherto served by a much smaller instrument) 
erected by Messrs. Noble and Sons. ,Another 
forward step was the introduction of the Baptist 
Hymnal, thus interesting the congregation as 
well as giving the choir active employment in 
rehearsing fresh music. 

A very important step was also taken at the 
same period, when Mr. Brainsby was wedded to 
Miss Edith Kingsford, a well-known and highly 
acceptable contralto vocalist of repute in the 
ranks of rising singers in Nonconformist circles. 
Naturally, Mrs. Brainsby is of great value in

the musical portions of the services, and her 
contributions to tie song worship of the 
sanctuary is a feature of the life of the church. 
Perhaps her greatest service was the introduc- 
tion of Miss Margaret Layton, A.R.C.O., to the 
post of organist and choirmistress—a most 
excellent choice, which the church were happy 
to ratify. Miss Layton is the daughter of Mrs. 
Mary Layton, F.R.C.O. (the first lady ‘ fel- 
low ’’ of the College), known to many for her 
long service at Markham Square Congregational 
Church, Dr. Clifford’s Church at Westbourne 
Park, and latterly at Westminster Chapel. 
Mrs. Layton was, of 
course, responsible for 
the musical training of 
her daughter, who, in 
addition to passing her 
A.R.C.O. examination 
last Christmas, has since 
taken her degree of 
Licentiate of the Royal 
College of Music (sing- 
ing), thus bringing to the 
service of the sanctuary 
well - trained — musical 
qualifications. 

On the occasion of our 
visit the Monthly Young 
People’s Service was 
held—a _ promising fea- 
ture in the new régime. 
These services are varied 
from the usual Sunday 
evening service by the 
use of special hymns and 
the rendering of two 
solos by a local singer of 
some repute. The hymns 
were taken from a 
special supplement com- 
piled by the pastor, who 
himself contributes a hymn of six verses as 
one of the number, and who strikes the right 
note in this ‘‘ national ’’ verse : 

“Instead of vain and prideful boast, 

Exulting in our Empire’s host, 

Inspire us, holy war to wage 

Against the peril of our age. 

O- teach us, Lord, to feel “the shame 

Of social wrongs that stain our name.” 
The compilation includes several fine hymns by 
Dean Stanley, J. G. Whittier, J. Russell Lowell, 
]. P. Hopps, Rev. Geo. Matheson, Faber, etc., 
etc., not found in the Hymnal. A_ plentiful 
supply of neatly printed ‘* service papers ’’ were 
in the pews, with the usual features of a 
Thought for the week,’’ notices, etc., and 
containing a request that all would join in the 
Lord’s Prayer and the ‘‘ Amens ’’ at the close 
of prayer and hymn. 

The hymns throughout the evening were well 
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rendered by the congregation and ably led by 
the choir, who by force of example succeeded 
in imparting adequate expression to the various 
pieces. 

The service opened with Longfellow’s beauti- 
ful evening hymn, ‘‘ Again as evening’s shadow 
falls,’’ to the tune ‘‘ Carpenter,’’ the next 
hymn being Whittier’s ‘‘ Oh, sometimes gleams 
upon our sight,’’ to ‘* Meleombe,’’ followed by 
the Lesson. Then came Cowen’s * Light in 
Darkness,’’ sung by Miss Lucy Munford, the 
possessor of a fine contralto. voice, particularly 
rich in the lower register, added to which were 
careful enunciation and well-studied expression 
—a combination of good qualities which 
aided the listeners in a large degree to worship 
in the song. The second solo was ‘‘ The True 
Shepherd ’’ (Berridge), a most acceptable com- 
position. 

Miss Havergal’s hymn, ‘‘I bring my 
sins to Thee,’’ was taken to ‘‘ Christchurch.’”’ 
Lowell’s hymn of liberty, sung to “St. 
George,’’ was a fine inspiration, the final 
lines— 

‘* They are slaves who dare not be 
In the right with two or three,” 


having a ring about them which was con- 
vincing. 

The sermon was on Hall Caine’s ‘‘ Prodigal 
Son ’’—-the Vindictive Vitality of Vice, and the 
teaching of the Bible. The preacher criticised 
the critics of the book, who one and all had 
drawn comparisons with the Parable as found 
in the New Testament. Mr. Brainsby found.a 
parallel in the history of Jacob and Esau, a 
narrative which might easily have inspired the 
novelist in his task. The sermon was of a

METROPOLITAN. 

BAYSWATER.—A_ lecture on wood wind instru- 
ments was given by Mr. T. R. Croger, at the Den- 
bigh Road Wesleyan Church, under the auspices of 
the Literary Society. There was a large attendance. 
Mr. Croger dealt in an interesting manner with the 
origin and gradual perfecting of that branch of the 
orchestral family which has recently been aptly 
described by an eminent conductor as the “ flower 
garden” of the orchestra. Mr. Croger exhibited 
various instruments, some of which were of primi- 
tive design and of great age. During the evening 
Mr. Croger was assisted by the following artistes, 
who gave practical illustrations of the lecture, Dr. 
Harold Austin (oboe and cor-Anglais), Mr. A. M. 
Donald (clarinet and bass clarionet), Mr. C. G. H. 
Young (bassoon). The solos rendered were quite of 
exceptional merit, and received much applause. At 
the conclusion Beethoven’s immortal auintette was 


character suited to the young people who were 
present in large numbers. The temptations 
which have to be met in city life were faithfully 
presented, and the spiritual significance of the 
narrative and its Biblical prototype were ably 
portrayed. 

The hymn at the close of the sermon was L. 
Tuttiett’s ‘‘ Lord, grant us light that we may 
know,’’ to *‘ Whitburn ’’—a happy selection. 
A well-rendered Vesper Hymn closed the 
service. 

Miss Layton speaks in high appreciation of 
the work performed by the Church Secretary, 
Mr. W. H. Prideaux, who had been choirmaster 
until the advent of the organ. As Mr. Prideaux 
is also the very alert and active Secretary to 
the Fulham Free Church Council, he was not 
at all averse to relinquishing his choir work into 
the good keeping of his successor. Mr. 
Prideaux’s minor activities had included the 
training of juvenile choirs (he being also Sunday 
school superintendent), who had on more than 
one occasion taken prizes in local choir contests. 
These good voices were drafted into the church 
choir, which numbers over sixty members, 
about a third being these selected voices from 
the Sunday school. No opportunity has yet 
been found to present any special work in the 
way of oratorio or cantata, although the near 
future will doubtless see a commencement of 
something of the kinid. 

If all the small company of pioneers (some of 
whom still remain) who started the ‘‘ cause ’ 
in parlour meetings twenty-five years ago 
could see the present church, with its crowded 
services and other signs of progress, they would 
be gladdened and would count their efforts and 
self-sacrifice repaid and rewarded.
